was at the time absent at Yedo, but his son, a hoy, was in 
Matsumai. Shipwrecks would lose half their horrors if the 
unfortunates were always to be treated as in the territory of 
the Prince of Matsumai, and it is to be hoped that some token 
of gratitude, more substantial than the mere thanks of a Con- 
sul, will be presented to the Prince, either by the British 
Government, the owners of the vessel, or the insurance office. 
The presentation of a piece of plate, an Arab charger, or some- 
thing appropriate, would certainly be the least that could be 
done, and would go farther to cement the friendship of the so- 
called treacherous Japanese with foreigners, than all the gnn- 
boats and frigates that could be mustered in the harbours of 
Japan. 

It remiins only to be mentioned that some of the foreign 
residents, as soon as they heard of a vessel ashore, proceeded 
to the spot; some by water, among whom was the British 
Consul, and some by land. By tiis latter route the distance 
is reckoned at 25 ri, something over 60 miles, The road first 
skirts the shore of the harbour and bay of Hakodadi, then 
follows a long valley into the mountains, which are crossed by 
a zig-zag bridle path. The sea shore of the straits is then 
reached, and one passes through several substantial villages, 
proceeding all the time to the southward and westward. 
After the road leaves the sea again, another high mountain has 
to be traversed, and thence you descend to the sea about three 
miles from Matsumai, ‘The journey at no time can be made 
with any other conveyance than horses, and in winter, when 
the country is ceeply covered with snow, it is in many parts 
of the mountains impossible to ride. The scenery weil repays 
the labour cf the journey, and the civility of the people at the 
villages aud wayside inns, although beyond the 10 ri treaty 
li is such ag you would not be apt to find in all parts of 
the world. Altogether, the behaviour of all classes in the do- 
minions of the Princo of Matsumai, on this occasion, is an 
example to the world. 

The Eyeria was sold by public auction as she lay on the 
beach, for $2,100. The furcigners who went to the wreck 
were invited inte the town of Matsumai, and entertained by 
the Priuce’s order at the best temple in the town, with a repast 
in first-c'ass native style. Horses were even provided for the 
use of the foreigners. ‘Ihe captain and most of the crow 
arrived at Hahodadi in the ship’s boats ; and the stores, sails, 
&c., saved from the wreck will be sold by public auction to- 
morrow. 

The existence of a rock in the position ascribed to it by 
Captain McKay, has not been known among ship captains 
frequenting this port; nor is it on the chart. It is the pre- 
vailing opinion here, that the unfortunate Egeria struck on the 
end of a reef runuing out from a point just westward of the 
town of Matsumai, but on account of the snow-storm, the 
Jand could not be seen. If this be the case, chart makers will 
be saved the trouble of investing “ Egeria Rock.” 

Although it is usual for one or more Russian Government 
vessels to wintcr at this port, uot one has been here for 
months, and it is believed most of them are at California, 

‘There has been ouc death here from small-pox ov board the 
Teresa. The disease was iv the vessel when she left Shan- 
ghai, She will leave for Nagasaki in a day or two. The Black 
River Packet is intended to start to-morrow for Shanghai.

T request you to state huw you obtained access to the private document 
of which you purport to enclose me an extract.—I am, Sir, your obedient

Sir F. Bruce laid an embargo on’ the squadron, and subsequently 
decided to send it back to England for sale, the proceeds to defray voyage 
expenses and salaries, and the surplus remitted to the Chinese Govern- 
ment. What would any other people say to having their own property 
disposed of in this way ? 

Lay, who should have resigned voluntarily, has waited till he has got 
his dismissal, and now starts for home with a present of £8.00, which the 
Chinese willingly booked up to be rid uf him. Osborn, who, with the 
rest of the officers and men, will receive pay to the Sist of August, 1864, 
has, besides, got cumshaws to the tune of £3,300, which, with his two 
years’ salary at the same rate, brings it up to £10,000 that he will have 
made by a trip to Peking and back, without firing a shot. 

T have at last succeeded in spoiling the fun of an Englishman who has 
for some time been hanging about Peking. The Government here had 
complained that foreigners, on pretence of visiting the capital, had been 
smuggling opium ; and as we had reason to think that the said barbarian 
took back return cargoes, consisting of curios which he doubtless sold at 
great profit to the merchant princes on the coast, and that by such means 
he was interfering with our own speculations. Consequent on the freezing 
of the Gulf and the approach of the Chinese new year (when all have 
to raise the wind) we have desired the Consul to issue no more passports 
from Tien-tsin, except to those engaging themselves to observe the treat; 
regulations with regard to trading to the capital. 1 will never find fault 
with the passport system again. 

SHANGHAI. 

The French mail of Dec. 17 arfived out on Feb. 8, and the 
English mail of the 26th on the 18th, The dates by the pre- 
sent mail are down to the morning of Feb. 24, or three days 
later than given in our issue of the 4th inst., per French 
mail. 

Crime continues, and our leading article in another columa 
is by no means to» caviy or too urgent for “something to be 
done” to stop this scandal committed under the eyes of the 
foreign merchants, missionaries, &e. 

A junk anchored opposite Hong-Que was boarded by three 
Europeans armed with swords, who demanded money, and this 
not being given them, they savagely attacked one of the junk 
sailors, wounding him so severely as to render his recovery a 
matter of doubt. The supercargo was cut in the face, and all 
on board were forced below. Tho batches were theu closed 


























while the junk was rifled. ‘The following articles were taken :— 
13 balls opium, 110 Mexican dollars, 20,000 c«sh, one copper 
and one iron gun, four sheopskins, one coverlid. so clue has 
been obtained as to the whereabouts of the perpetrators of this 
outrage, 

The Taotai Hwang, whose friendship to foreigners has never 
been marked, has tendered his resignation to the Futai, and 
it has been accepted. His’ Excellency bas appointed Ying- 
Pao-Shih, late head of the Defence Committee, as acting 
Taotai, pending instructions from Peking. Tbe appointment 
will, we anticipate, bo very acceptable to foreigners, by whom 
Ying-Pao-Shih bas long been known, and by whom he is 
much esteemed. 

Tho following is from the Daily Shipping Lish of the 22nd 
February :— 

A notification has been issued by the Futai, under date of 
the 7th day of this moon (14th Feb.), and has been posted up 
in the settlements. We have been unable to procure @ copy, 
but the general sense of the document is to the following 
effect :—It atates that from the time that. Gordon took eom- 
mand of the “Ever Victorious Army,” everything has gone 
well with it, and that no effort made by him has been unsuc- 
cessful. The friendly relations existing between him and the 
Goveraor were clouded by the events which followed the fall of 
Svochow, but are now fora sccond time friendly. Up to the 
day on which the city was surrendered, every movement and 
purpose of the one was known to the other, but the execution 
of the Wangs, the reason for which Gordon did not know, sowed 
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the seeds of discord between them. Gordon considers that it was 
not right to execute the Wangs, and the Futai is of the same 
opinion. But the motives of each were the samo, and the 
cireamstances under which the slaughter took place were such 
45 to justify the proceeding. The La Wang had not shaved 
his head, and when he and the others arrived in the presence 
of the Governor, one said he should be a commander-in chief, 
another insisted on obtaining a generalship, while others de- 
manded that the soldiers who had congregated under their 
banners within the city should still remaiv exclusively their 
own. If such demands had been granted the consequences 
would have been most serious, whereas, if they had been refused, 
the course of events would have proved equally ruinous. A 
consultation with Gordon would have involved a delay which 
might have had fatal results, The execution of these princes 
was thus rendered necessary for the preservation of several 
myriads of the people, who woujd have been involved in certain 
destruction, had the rcequireme nts of the Wangs been cither 
refused or granted. The means taken by the Government 
were misrepresented to Gordon and the foreign authorities, and 
hence the ill-feeling which arose. If, however, the rebels of 
Nan-buei cr Chan-chou offer to surrender, no such steps will 
be taken. The circumstances of the case and the reasons for 
the seizure of the Wangs have been fully explained to the 
Tsung-li Yam6n. Those of the people who presume to criticise 
the acts of the Futai, and to abuse him in public or in private, | 
are forbidden to do so for the future. Such remarks are cal- | 
calated to hurt the feelings of the soldiers, and to interfere 
with their future condact in action. 

The above is an abstract of the- notification. We will, if 
possible, take an early oppotunity of publishing a translation 
in extenso. 

On Major Gordon and trhe notification issued by the Futai, 
the North China Herald says :—The misunilerstanding which 
arose between Gordon and the Futai relative to the sliughter 
of the Wangs has been “arranged,” and the former officer is 
now making active preparations to leave Quinsan, and lead his 
troops to the attack of Yib-shinghsien, a town in the neigh- 
Dbourhood of Chang-Chow, south-west of the Tai-hu, ‘This 
step on the part of Major Gordon has not given unmixed satis- 
faction to his friends in Shanghai. It is feared that whatever 
representations may have been made by Sir Frederick Bruce 
with respect to the massacre of the Wangs will be uullified by 
the renewed friendly relations between Gordon and the governor, 

The New Year festivities have passed over, and tale is, in 
consequence, again becoming, to a certain oxtent, possible, Few 
important transactions have, however, been reported since last 
mail. 

Messrs, Wainwright and Co. sold 140 bales of Hankow 
cotton, saved from the Fire Cracker.

The weather has been extremely changeable, every variety 
of temperature between 60 degs. and 28 degs. Fahr. Theatri- 
cal entertainments have been given by an American company 
brought from Cali‘ornia by a Mr. Faylor, but the attempt 
Proved a decided failure. The character of the drama to 
whieh the company has directed its attention, and the atrocious 
acting were, when combined, sufficient to deter the most inve- 
terate pleasure seekers from patronising the performances, 

The arrival of the Japanese Ambassadors, reported in

questions, as well as those then occupied by H.M.’s 31st Regi- 
ment, ‘The picture then given was a true one, and we do not 
hesitate to say that many a valuable life was sacrificed by a 
residence in the wretched outhouses, scrrounded by stagnant 
green ponds, occupied in the city by our officers and men. 
Any attempt to make them pay for running an extra risk of 
death, or almost certain disease, is certainly most monstrous, 

The following official notification nppears :—Fiom the 11th 
Feb. all communications referring to the jurisdiction of Prussian 
and German subjects, with the exception of those of the free 
Hanseatic towns, have to be addressed to the Secretary of the 
Prussian Legation, R. von Radowitz, who has been charged with 
the management of the affairs of the Consulate General. All 
business concerning the shipping will stitl be conducted by the

The Steam Washing Company (sys the Recorder) has aiready 
found too many difficulties to contend with to earry out its 
promises and intentions, The Chinese workmen (as we are 
informed, to our sorrow) will not wash at ull by the new ays- 
tem, and have struck, Anxious to be avle to report fayour- 
ably of its operations, we tried the experiment, and at the eyd 
of a fortnight had our clothes returned in soldierly parlance 
“as they were.” Thig, to say the least, is unpleasant, and 
would have been more so in the hotter part of the year. We 
are sorry for the proprietors, who must have goue to consider- 
able outlay, the return of which is uow seriously jeopardised, 
but until they get affairs in proper working order they are 
bound to take no more articles. 

We (Recorder) have frequently had occasion to notice the 
improvements made or being made in the shapo of wharves, 
jetties, &c., on the river, Probably there is no public wharf 
where so many facilities for discharging and loading vessels 
and storage of goods can be obtained as at the Shanghai 
wharf. A short time sivoe our esteemed contemporary in 
commenting on the facilities to be obtained, instanced the 
Chanticleer’s having one hundred tons of coal shipped in five 
hours, and on the shortest possible time to prepare for her 
coming alongside, The Feiloong also took in forty tons in 
two hours ; and as high an average of discharge as 1,000 tons 
in five days has been attained. The Fiery Cross is now dis- 
charging, or rather has completed her discharge, of about 1,100 
tons of cargo in about four days. Greater feats are possibly 
performed in the docks in Liverpool and London by the appli- 
cation of steam and hydraulic power ; but such rapid loading 
and discharge as above ix rarely obtained elsewhere, aud 
reflects credit alike to the company and their servants, as to 
the port. We have observed several vessels which arrived 
weeks before the Fiery Oross, still discharging, the ordinary

The Evening Mail of the 26th February says :—The Japanese 
Embassy, which arrived last night by the Hydaspe, consists of 
three Ministers, six First-class Officers, ten Second-class Officers, 
and sixteen servants—in all thirty-five. It is the intention of 
the Embassy, which is accompanied by Mr. Blakeman, of the 
French Legation, to visit Paris, London, and the various 
capitals of countries which have treaties with Japan, for the 
purpose of explaining the present state of affairs, and likewise 
to endeavour to arrive at some arrangement about foreigners 
quitting Yokohama (only), The entire expenses of the Em- 
assy are borne by the Tycoon's Government. A rumour is 
ourrent that they are men of low extraction put forward under 
false pretences. It can make very little difference who they 
are, so long as they are duly accredited to the various Courts 
they mean to visit ; and it isto be hoped that advantage will be 
taken of their visit to Europe to impress upon the country they 
Fepresent that the time has gone by for nations remaining in 
state of isolation. As for the evacuation of Yokohama, it 
would be a grave mistake on the part of the English Govern- 
maent to concede so much. The time was when the concession 
might have been made, but it is too late now. 

‘The following is the conclusion of an article which appeared 
in our last number, taken from the China Mail :— 


“In these views we are borne out by the tone which the 





expediency, and everything we require of them must be 
ingisted upon. By adopting this policy we shall be relieved, 
toa great extent, of the exercise of that cleverness which 
our - fourth-class diplomatists out here pique them. 
selves so much upon. We can easily deal with the Chinese 
by the rule of thumb, and that is the sort of treat- 
meut they are most able to appreciate. The Futaiof Shanghai 
has, by his recent conduct towards Major Cordon, opened our 
eyes to the Chinese method of acting towards foreigners, In 
point of fact, that simp!e affair may be considered as a very 
good exponent of Chinese ideas of English assistance. It is 
necessary that those ideas should undergo some modification, 
and, if we are rightly informed, the process has already begun ; 
in other words, the Futai has been making desperate attempts 
to pacify Gordon, having even gone the length of sending his 
pliable Scotch lieutenant, Dr. Macartney, to see whether mat- 
ters could not be patched up. Our own opinion is, that Gordon 
will withdraw from the business altogether, aud leave the 
Tmperialists to manage their own affairs. From the beginning 
he has shown that pecuniary profit has had nothing to do with 
his actions, and it is likely that the Chinese have failed to under- 
staud what could have been his actual motives. With a view, 
therefore, of indoctriuating our celestial friends in the secret 
of English labour, courage, pluck, and all that sort of thing, it 
would be well to drop lending them any more martial assistance 
until they begin to appreciate it better. We think that affairs 
in China are very near a turnivg-poiut, and that, should matters 
be properly conducted, we ought to obtain a better footing in 
the empire than we have ever possessed before.”

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Chamber of Commerce adopted in the last half-yearly report. 
The ground which that body took was in our opinion good 
ground. They advised the English Government to adhere to 
the treaty in its letter and spirit, and they proved success- 
fully that our authorities in China had permitted both to be 
openly violated in numerous particulars. For example, the 
system of confiscating English property by the award in a 
Chinese court, where the proceedings are conducted with 
closed doors, is not only-opposed to the letter of the trenty, 
“But is hostile to every-received principle of law and justice, 
This and many other matters call for diplomatic interference, 
‘and we are not at all surprised that China merehants sh-uld 
have expressed an objection to the cxisting atate of affairs ; 
but we are somewhat astonished at the fact that the Eng 
ument, both at home and through its representative 
in China, should have been so negligent in watching how the 
artic'es of the treaty are carried out. The fact is that the 
i save no sense of honour, or if they havo they do not 
ise of it with regard to foreigners, They are a magni- 
le to trade with, and, 60 long as they sce a guid pro quo, 
dy to deal with anybody and everybody, With the 
natural iustinct of traders, however, they always like to drive 
the best bargain they can, and the consequence is that Eng 
men. with their usual good-nature and generosity, have allowed 
themselves to be “chisclled ” out of various privileges which 
they ought to have enjoyed by the treaty, Sir Frederick 
Bruce is a tolerably clever man, but we are greatly mistaken 
if his policy of conciliation towards the Chinese Government 
proves to be the best in the end. Recent events have shown 
that the rulers of this empire lose no opportunity of humiliating 
foreiguers. Their contempt for us is feigned, which renders 
their treatment of foreigners all the worse. We, on the other 
hand, wishing to deal fairly by them, have hitherto been rather 
yielding in our behaviour. It is perhaps best that such should 
have been the case, and that we shoul have learued by simple 
experience what Chinamen were. ‘That experience has, we 
think, been somewhat dearly bought, but it is now too late to 
compiain. Mr. Lay has been sacrificed partly through his own 
fault, and partly owing to Chinese dislike of foreigners, and 
Captain Osborn has also been thrown overboard from similar 
causes. 
© We attribute the growing assurance of the Chinese rulers to 
the fuct that they have been lifted out of the mud lately by 
the action of Major Gordon ; and we should be sorry, ufter what 
has passed, were the Major to remain in their employ. Grati- 
tude is a quality totally uuknown to Chinamen, and it is 
very scidom that a fecling of honour is evoked in their bosoms ; 
they aust, therefure, be dealt with on the principle of

Dota Cunuency.—The amounts received and exported during the 
last two weeks have been almost the same, and may be call little over 
three lakhs on either side. The amount sent to Shanghai is in excess of 
that received in clean coin. 

Discounts and Moutcaces.—A considerable business has been done 
in discount during the fortnight at rates ranging from 8 to 12 per cent. 
per annum, the former representing discounts of our own acceptances at 
short periods, and the latter of usual good paper for a longer time. 

EXcHANGE.—Private bills have been unusually scarce, but remitters 
have been supplied freely with Bank paper at previous rates and purchases 
have been made for 15th March and even Ist April mails. On Calcutta 
no transaction has been made since the direct steamers for which the rate 
closed at 23} for 15 sight.

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Intelligence had been received from Saigon that the capta’ 
and crew of the British ship Wares, of Greenock, had arrived 
there, their vessel having been totally lost wien on her pissage 
from Bankok to Hong Kong, in north lat 8.17, and east lon 
113.54, or about forty miles west of the Palawan I ivestigator 
Shoal, and twenty miles north of the Ardasier breakers. The 
crew were in tho boats six days before reaching Saigon.

The Chamber of Commerce here lately addressed the French 
Consul, soliciting his aid in having boxes for the reception of 
late letters placed on buard the steamers of the Aessagerice | 
Imperiales, under charge of the Mail Agents. M.Troplong has 
forwarded this letter to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and 
in the meantime suggests that the Post-office here might follow 
the course adopted by that at Hong Kong, which is, to send on 
board the steamers a clerk who receives letters up to the 
‘moment of sailing, and makes up an after-packet which he 
delivers to the Mail Agout. M. Troplong observes that there 
would be less difficulty in carrying this out here than at Hong 
Kong, as the clerk need not be stationed on board the steamers, 
but” might receive the late letters and make up his after- 
packet either in the Telegraph-office or in some part of the; 
extensive premises of the Borneo Company, both of which 
adjoin the wharf at which the steamers of tho Messageries 
Imperiales lie when at Sivgapore. 

We trust the Post-office will at once adopt M. Troplong’s 
Suggestion, as it will greatly conduce to the public convenience. 
Some of the Naval Agents on board the P. and O: Company's 
steamers carrying Her Majesty’s mails, have lately shown 
& disposition to ignore the instructions given by the Admiralty 
in 1858, to allow the public to uso the letter boxes on board 
the steamers for the reception of late letters, and we think it 
may be well therefore to republish the letter from the Secretary 
to the Admiralty on this subject.

The Penang Chamber of Commerce at a inceting lately held 
by them resolved to make further representations to the British 
Government ou the stbject of the procecdings of the Dutch on 
the Enst Const of Sumatra. In connection with this move- 
ment the Penang Gazette publishes a detailed statcineut of the 
trade between Penang and the native ports of S.nitra for the 
last five years, proving the valuable nature of the trade which 
is now considered to be jeopardised, ‘The imports into Penang 
from these ports consist of pepper, gutta-percha, india-rubber, 
betelnut, and other kinds of produce. The exports from 
Penang cousist of piece goods, twist, yarn, opium, and other 














articles. The following is the sum total of the imports and 
exports from 1858-59 to 1862-3 :—

It will be seen from these figures that the trade between 
Penang and the native ports in Sumatra is rapidly increasing, 
and it will therefure be matter of regret if anything should be 
allowed to interfere with such a valuable branch of the com- 
merce of the Straits Settlement. We have not the means at 
band at tho present momeut of giving a comparative view of 
the trade between Singaporo and Sumatra fur the last five 
years, but we find that in 1860-61 the imports amounted in 
value to £144,297, and the exports to £93,015. ‘The trade of 
Malacca with the same quarter must also be of considerable 
importance, 

The Penang Gazette says :—The drought mentioned by us in 
our issue of the 30th of January still continues, With the 
exception of a few showers which fell on the first few days in 
February, we have had bot dry weather for tine last five or six 
weeks, ‘The heat is, in cousequence, very oppressive, and the 
only places at all comfortable are the beach and the hill. The 
dust on some of the roads lies very thick, and the passage of 
carts aud carriages stirs it up in clouds. For many years we 
have not had such a continuance of dry weather like the 
present, and if it lasts much longer it may cause serious 
injury to the various plantations. Coffee and young cocoanuts 
which were lately planted are already suffering much, and the 
grass hos quite a brown and burnt-up appearance.

THE MISSIONARIES IN PEKING. 
(To the Editor of the Patriot.) 


Pexine, Jan. 5, 1864, 

Sim,—We are enjoying the calm, cold, sunshiny weather of a Peking 
wioter. The water in the streams is all ice, and the thermometer at night 
ranges between 18 deg. and zero, while by day it ascends to from 90 deg. 
to 45 deg. The cold, however, is not intensified by penetrating winds, 
and the sun, day after day, traverses a cloudless ether. The broad and 
lofty windows of the Pekingese houses are well fortified against the en- 
trance of cold, by being papered with Corean paper, manufactured from 
the bark of a tree. If care cen to close up slits and crannies of 
doors and windows, water in houses is scarcely ever frozen, while outside 
all surface-water remains solid through the winter. 

Last night, at our mouthly meeting for conference and prayer, eight 
missionaries were present. The conductor of the meeting proposed that 
we should discuss the disticultics to be apprehended in the spread of the 
Gospel in Peking. One thought our danger was from the Catholics, who 
are numerous in Peking, are patronised by the French Government, and 
are assisted in their endowment and building schemes by French national 
moncy. Some fear was expressed that they may interfere with us by 
exerting an unfavourable influence in unexpected quarters. To others it 
appeared more likely that the Lama hierarchy would become alarmed if 
their system were publicly aitacked, and books published speaking dis- 
respectfully of Buddhism. To others it secmed most likely that the 
Government or the high Manchus will become extremely jealous, should 
they find conversions taking place among the resident Manchus, There 
are already indications that among the large Manchu population using the 
Chinese language, the teaching of Christiaui:y will be favourably listened 
to by individuals. They are supported by State funds, and have much 
leisure time, without sufficient fondness for literary pursuits to advance 
themselves by the force of their own abilities. 

The number of respectable Chinese and Manchu residents having 
leisure enough to give them the opportunity to study a new religion is 
very great, and much of our hope rests on them. But they are timid, 
and, like Nicodemus, prefer to come to us by night. A good scholar 
lately visited an American missionary, expressing his great pleasure in 
becoming acquainted with foreign men of learning. He would like much 
to meet them frequently, but he requested that his visits might not be 
returned, If a foreigner entered his house, Prince Kung himself might 
bear of it, and the sensation among all his neighbours would be immense. 

I wished to ask some questions on Chinese ancient geography of some 
scholars attached to the office where the affairs of foreign nations are 
d. Dr. Martin, who has been promised liberal assistance by the 
Chinese Government in the preparation and publication of a translated 
treatise on international law, kindly undertook to introduce me. Four 
literary men at the office attend him there daily to aid in giving bis trans- 
lation the necessary native polish and finish in regard to style. These 
men told him that it would be needful for them to receive from him a 


written request, which must be shown toa Cabinet Minister. After this 
waa done, if there were no objection, I could be introduced. The 
approval was given, and I went accordingly at an appointed hour, and 
conversed with these scholars pleasantly for an hour and a half on various 
literary subjects. ‘They are well instructed and sharp-witted men. ‘They 
gave me the names cf the best recent works for the study of Chinese 
ancient geography, and some facts about the recent change in the course 
of the Yellow River. This river has broken out of its channel at three 
points, and its waters are now spreading themselves over many parts of 
the province of Shantung, sometimes covering fields which once smiled 
with the rich products of an industrious agriculture, and elsewhere con- 
tributing to swell small rivers into large ones, which rush with increased 
velocity and bulk of sediment into the already too shallow Gulf of 
Pechili. Meantime engineering must wait for the end of the rebellion, 

L also asked them why at the imperial sacrifice to heaven a bullock is 
burnt whole, and not at any other of the Chinese sacrifices. One of them 
said it was in imitation of the ancient Emperor Shun, who, at the be- 
ginning of the national history, also burnt a ballock, Another said that 
at the sacrifices on the classical mountain Taishan, it not being conve- 
nient to ascend to the summit, the service was performed half-way bp. 
‘The bullock used to be burnt in order that the smoke and fame might 
reach the top. I told them that I thought there was in this custom a 
vestige of the primitive patriarchal! religion of the wortd, and that the idea 
of the burnt sacrifice was that of the remissiun of sin, this circumstance 
becoming lost in China through the lapse of time and the influence of a 
different culture. This they did not believe, they said. The burnt 
sacrifice could not be intended for the remission of sins. It would have . 
veen imprudent to engage with such persons, in such a place, in a theo- 
logical controversy, and I referred them to Dr. Martin, who, auring his 
frequent intercourse with them, might have opportunities of explaininy 
this remarkable circumstance, that burnt sacrifices should have continue 
in China for four thousand years as a part of the imperial religion exclu- 
sively, without their object and meaning being properly understood.—I 
remain, Sir, yours very truly, Josern Epxins.

If things only go on as they have begun, 
Jess than three months will see messages passing, with almost elertric 
speed, from London to Calcutta; we say, almost, for the recent disturb- 
ances among the Arabs in Mesopotamia, when they ill-used some 
Europeans connected with the work, will probably render it necessary, for 
a time, to employ messengers across part of that district, though there is 
every reason to hope that next year all difficulties, even in that wild re- 

jon, may be got over by negotiation. When the Bombay Marine Steamer 

“ictoria left, Colonel Stewart with his Staff, Sir Charles Bright, and 
Colonel Goldsmid, were just about making a hurried trip in the Coro- 
mandel to Bushire and Bussorab, to make ingements for the stations 
to be established at those points, and facilitate the arrangements in 
Mesopotamia ; by the time they return to Mussundem they will probably 
find the Tweed and Assaye with further sections of the cable awaiting 
them. If so, and the weather be even tolerably favourable, ten days 
would see the end of the cable in the Euphrates. 








SEA WAGES.—THE “HEROES OF ALMA.” 


Captain Grove Price Lees, the master of the ship Heroes of Alma, 
from Shanghai, appeared before Mr. Paget to answer a claim for wages 
made by a seamah named Spers Feniga, who sued for a balance of 
£16. 186. 5d. 

Mr. Young appeared for the complainant, who had been imprisoned at 
Shanghai for six weeks, by order of the British Consul, for neglect of 
duty. A charge of £5. 86. 6d. was made by the captain for the expenses 
he bad incurred in respect to the imprisonment. tt was contended by 
Mr. Young that the charge could not be sustained, because the particu- 
lars did not appear in the account of wages rendered, in accordance with 
the 17lst sec. of the Merchant Shipping Act, also, the 25lst section of 
the Merchant shipping Act enacted, “that whenever, in any proceeding 
relating to seamen’s wages, it is shown that any seaman or apprentice 
has in the course of the voyage been convicted of any offence by any 
competent tribunal, and rightfully punished therefor by imprisonment or 
otherwise, the court hearing the case may direct a part of the wages due 
to such seaman, not exceeding £3, to be applied in reimbursing any costs 
incurred by the master in procuring such conviction and punishment.” 
‘There was no conviction by a competent tribunal in this case. ‘The 
British Consuls at foreign ports were not clothed with authority to send 
seamen to prison. 

‘The defendant said the Consul at Hong Kong committed a seaman to 
prison for six months for some offence. 

Mr. Young: Hong Kong is a British settlement, with a regular staff 
of English officials there. 

The defendant said he had to pay for the maintenance of the com- 
plainant in prison, 

Mr. Young said the complainant must have been maintained if he had 
been out of prison. He contended that the Consul had exceeded the 
Powers entrusted to him by the 168th clause of the Merchant Shipping 

ct, 





Mr. Paget said no Consul had any power to imprison any seaman in a 
foreign port; there had been no legal conviction. An action for false 
imprisonment might be maintained against the Consul, or captain, or both. 
‘The expenses could not be charged to the seaman under the 251st section. 
He ordered the whole of the wages, £16. 193. 5d., to be paid, with one 
guinea costs. 








THE AGRA BANK. 

Tue thirtieth annual meeting of this bank was held at the 
offices in Cannon-strect, ov the 2ud inst., when the report, 
which we noticed in our last, was unanimously agrecd on, ‘The 
dividend on th's occasion has been increased to £18 per 


cent. It is proposed to alter the name of the bank to the 
“ Agra and London Bank,” aud it was announced thut premises 
had been secured in a more central position—viz, at the corner 
of Lombard-street and Gracechurch-street. This has been 
found necessary owing to the large increase of the London 
business. The balance-sheet, &c., will be found in another 
column. The Chairman, Mr. G. G. Macpherson, with his usual 
ability and candour, made the following statement of the affairs 
of the institution, from which it is quite apparent that the 
Board are determined to exercise prudence in the days of pros- 
perity. In the days of adversity we are all cautious. We hope, 
however, the year is far distant that will show how wise this 
course is. If an institution of this sort divided every shilling of 
Profits, it would certainly not be in a position to stand times 
of panic, such as occurred only a few months since in India, 
without heavy sacrifices. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said before proceeding to move the adoption of the 
report, he would offer some observa‘ions with the view of affording in- 
formation upon the matters referred to in that document, and of acquaint- 
ing the proprietors with the views of the board as to the general conduct 
of the large and very important concern committed to their charge. In 
the first place he had to congratulate the proprietors— and did so in all 
sincerity—upon the great and marked progress that the Agra Bank bad 
made, and was daily continuing to make, in public estimation, as evinced 
by the increase of its deposits and its current accounts, and by the large 
accession of excellent business that it had acquired both at home and 
abroad, resulting, after making ample provision for all bad and doubtful 
debts, in a gross proft of the large sum of £496,652, or very nearly one- 
half of the paid up capital of the bank, and, after deducting interest paid 
on the deposits and current accounts, and defraying expensea of every 
description, yielding & net profit or available surplus of no less a sun 























than £242,909 on the yore transactions—( hear) - a result 80 un- 
precedented, and he might truly say so splendid, that it could not 

most satisfactory to the proprietors and to every friend and well-wisher 
of the Agra Bank upon this its thirtieth anniversary. (Hear, hear.) He 
need scarcely ioform the meeting that such a result could not be,attained 
without great attention, vigilance, and sound judgment on the p rt of the 
directors in the performance of their important and responsible duties; 
but he should fail in bis duty, and in doing justice to others, if he did not 
avail himself of this opportunity of acknowledging how much was due 
to the untiring, unceasing, and most efficient labour of their excellent 
general and London managers— (cheers) — aided by the cordial co-opera- 
tion of those abroad, and the well working of the whole establishment 
both at home and abroad. (Hear, hear. ) 

The directors, to mark the high sense they entertain of the value of 
such services, and as a stimulus for the future, had followed the example 
of other great similar institutions by specially recognising the services of 
the principal managers, and granting a gratuity per cent. on the 
salaries of all the employes of the bank, feeling confident that all the pro- 
prietors would highly approve of the course the board had adopted. 
(Cheers) He now came to the application of their net profits, which 
amounted to something over 24 per cent. on the paid-up capital. From 
this there had been paid during the year in dividends and bonus the sum 
of £180,000, besides Income-tax—very nearly one-fifth of the capital. 
(Cheers.) There had been repaid to ihe reserve fund the amount taken 
from it last year—£7,341—and there had been added, moreover, to that 
fund the sum of £25,000, which now stood at £225,000. He had heard, 
he confessed with surprise, that some of their friends took exception 
to what they termed this large addition to the reserve fund, and maintained 
that they understood it was determined that the amount was to be limited 
to £200,000. He, however, could trace no record of any such under- 
standing ; on the contrary, his worthy predecessor in the chair, when the 
subject was mooted in 1860, stated, with his usual prudence and caution, 
that he himself was in favour of a larger sum, but for the present he was 
contented with £200,000. (Hear.) At that time, their liabilities, as 
shown by the balance-sheet, were under £3,000,000, but they were now 
over £10,000,000, consequently no prudent min at all conversant with 
banking business could for a moment doubt the propriety—nay, the abso- 
lute necessity—for the step the board had tins taken, both for their secu. 
rity and to deserve and maintain the confidence of the public. (Hear, 
hear. 

It must not be forgotten that the past year had been, notwithstanding 
the many new concerns that had sprung up, and consequent great com- 
petition, perhaps the most remunerative and prosperous ever known for 

inking. This had been exemplified in their own case ; but they could 
not expect such good fortune always to attend them, nor to realise such 
large profits. On the contrary, they must expect to incur losses, and, like 
prudent and honourable men, they must be prepared to meet those losses 
without difficulty when they did ovcur. (Hear, hear.) 

The next item which required remark was the amount set aside for 
building fund—viz., £15,000, which was quite indispensable, for the 
reasons stated in the report. They had staved off this expense longer, 
perteps than was consistent with the position of the bank, but it must now 

e incurred. They did not consider themselves justified in taking the 
amount from capital account, and it would be very unwise to trust to 
profits that had yet to be made. The last item requiring notice was tle 
amount— £5,000—set aside to superannuation fund. Proprietors were 
aware that by clause 55 of the decd, the officers of the bank, after long 
and meritorious services, had a claim on the bank for a portion of their 
salaries—proprietors had already sanctione annuities under this clause, 
and would it was probable be ere long called upon to sanction others. 
The directors, therefore, were bound to provide that this fund should be 
in a condition to meet all legitimate claims upon it, and this could only be 
done by adding to i: such sums as could be spared in prosperous years. 

‘The only change that had taken place in the establishments abroad was 
the closing of the Umritzur branch. They found that after the opening 
of the railroad between Lahore and Umritzur, the whole of the important 
business likely to be got in that part could be just as well transacted at 
Lahore, and therefore it was unnecessary to keep open the Umritzur 
branch. He had also to report that, in order to ensure complete super- 
vision over their numerous branches, the directors had secured the services 
ofa gentleman, who, from position and experience, was thoroughly quali- 
fied to perform the important duties of inspector. (Hear, hear. ) 

As regards home, the immense increase of the business of the bank had 
rendered it absolutely necessary for the directors to obtain more extensive 
and central premises, and the difficulty of finding anything suitable had 
caused the board considerable anxiety. He was glad, however, to be 
able to announce that satisfactory arrangements had been made with the 
Fishmongers’ Company for a long lease of a site at the corner of Lom= 
bard-street and Gracechurch-strect, which, for a bi he need hardly say, 
was, from position, the most eiigible in all London. He congratulated 
the shareholders upon this important acquisition. Costly as land was in 
that locality, he was glad to say that the extensive site which the directors 
had secured would enable them to make arrangements by which they 
would have suitable premises at a moderate rental. (Hear, hear.) The 
shareholders were aware that the freehold of the premis-s now occupied 
by the bank was purchase. some tie ago, and so great has been the rise 
of the value of property in the City, that the directors had no doubt of 
being able to re-sell at a considerable profit. 

He now begged to announce that, having found that the words “ United 
Service,” attached to the name of this bank, misled the public in regard 
to the business transacted, and considering that for several years the bank 
had ceased to encourage such business, the directors were of opinion that 
the words sh wuld ke dropped, and it was their intention shortly to call 
a special meeting for the purpose of submitting a resolution to change 
the name to that of the * Agra and London Bank.” In conclusion, the 
only aubject of regret he had to announce was that they had not yet been 
admitted to the privileges of the clearing-house, but he trusted that ere 
long those who from some short-sighted policy objected to their admission, 
would see that, in performing a simple act of justice towards the bank, 
they would conduce largely to their owu convenience and that of the City 
banking community. (Hear, hear. )

BREACH OF PROMISE. 5 
(Before Mr. Justice Witugs anda Special Jury.) 
KOWLINSON V. GORDON. 

Mr. Temple. Q.C., and Mr. T. Jones were counsel for the plaintiff; 
the Hon. A. Liddell, Q.C., and Mr. John Henderson were for the 
defendant. 

‘This, which was an action of breach of promise of marriage, created 
more than ordinary interest on account of the position of the parties 
and the largeness of the damages claimed. The plaintiff was Miss 
Eliza Blanche Rowlinson, the daughter of Mr. Richard Rowlinson, of 
Liverpool, a retired indigo broker; and the defendant was Mr. William 
Alexander Grant Gordon, the son of Captain Gordon, of Nairn, near 
‘The defendant is now 25 years old, and had formerly been a 
, Matheson, and Co., of Liverpool, teabrokers, 
and in 1853 he had gone out to China, to be in the employment of 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co., at Shanghai, ip which position he remained 
until June. 1861, when he left to goto Hankow, under an engagement 
with Mackellar and Co,, a firin in which he ultimately became a partner. 
These employments proved of very considerable profit to him, and at the 
time of his engagement to the plaintiff he declared that he was in the 
recvipt of £1.1U0 a year, and had saved a sum of £3,000, since his arrival 
in China. The plaintiff is 24 years old, and reported to be a very 
engaging young lady in appearance. It appeared that the plaintiff and 
detendant had been in the habit of meeting in their w2"'s and from time 
to time in Liverpool. and had become intimate for s0:.1: time previous to 
the defendant's departure for China, but the defendant did not appear to 
have become acquainted with the plaintiffs family beyond herself and her 
sisters, and Mr. Rowlinson admitted at the trial that he scarcely knew him 
and had never invited him to his house in his life. The defendant, how- 
ever, met at Shanivai a married sister (Harriet) and a brother-in-law of 
the plaintiff's named Tate, and whether his thoughts were drawn to the 
Temembrance of the plaintiff through the intimacy with her sister, who 
very much resembled her, or in what other way, the defendant, on the 
20th of June, shortly after his removal from Shanghai to Hankow, wrote 
the tollowing letter to Mr. Rowlinson :— 





























“ Hankow, June, 20, 1861. 

“ My dear Mr. Rowlinson,—I have no doubt you will be rather surprised 
at receiving a letter from one who is a comparative stranger to you, 
especially written ona subject such as [ am about to communicate to you. 
However, I trust that you will excuse the liberty I take, and I sincerely 
hope [ inay obtain your sanction to what Iam going to propose. 1 dare 
sav you already know that while [lived in Liverpool I had frequenily the 
pleasure of seeing vourdiu-hters, and Ibave long been deeply attached 
to Blache, alhough my circumstances and position in Liverpool prevented 
my making those proposals to her which [ would willingly have done, had 
T felt that I had the means of placing her in the position she ought to 
hold, Knowing that [did not possess the means, [ refrained from openly 
making my feelins known to her, especially as my position in China I 
felt would at first be a subordinate one. Thavenowleftmy formeremployers, 
and have obtained an excellent appointment, with every prospect of success, 
and my object in writing to you now is to ask your permission to. pay my 
addresses ty your daughter, without obtaining which I feel it would be 
wrong in me so to do. I will now mention to you my circumstances, 
&c., and 1 fervently hope you will not withhold your consent from me, 
although [am a poor man and without any expectations from my friends, 

soldier, has a large family and is by no means wealthy. 
ntirely dependent on my own endeavours, which, you 
May rest assured, should I obtain the hand of your daughter, would be 
redoubled in order to maintain her in the position she would deserve. My 
present ineome is equivalent to £1,100 a year, with the promise of a 
Partnership in two years from date in a business the prospects of 
which are very good and ercouraging. In order to provide for your 
daughter in the event of my death, I would be very glad to insure my life 
for what amount yon might consider advisable to be settled on her, 
Believe me, should you confide her to my care, her happiness would be 
my sole aim through life. With regard to my relations, they are all 
soldiers, my father being a very old one, and all my brothers be 
Indian arin As to my own character, I hope your son- in 
Shanghai, with whom | very intimate, and who has promised to write 
to you on my beha atis'y you, as also Mrs, Tate, to whom [ have 
told my intention ‘lose a letter for Blanche, which, should you give 
te your xanction, I would be very much obliged by your giving to her. 
Otherwise ph to return it to me, I would now conclude, and sincerely 
and anxiously hoping fora favourable reply from you, believe me my 
dear Mr. Roislinsou, yours very sincerely, «Ww. G. 

To this letter ‘ir. Rowlinson wrote areply stating his surprise at the 
communication it contained, but giving his assent to the match proposed 
for his daughter, and he handed to the latter the letter of the plaintiff 
to her, inclosed in that to himself, and which was as follows :— 

‘Hankow, June 22, 1861. 

“ My dearest Blanche,— Will you be very much as-onished at receiving 
a note from me? I think not, as [fancy you knew not how fond of you 
I vas in Liverpool, although I dare not then, in the position I was in, say 




















































to you what I should much have liked to do, and which T am now goit 
todo. Blanche, dearest, I have loved you fong, very tong, and have only 
waited until I was in a position to make you comfortable to declare my 
love for you. Can I hope that it is reciprocal? If so, I shall be the hap- 
piest man alive; for, believe me, my aim since I came to China has alwa 
been to be able to write to you as T am now doing. Blanche, darling, will 
you share my lot with me, will you be contented to come out tos 
wretched place like this, to put up with all sorts of discomforts, without 
even great wealth to induce you? If your love to me, dearest, is such as 
would lead you to do this, then we shail be truly happy’; and I think where 
true love is many of the troubles that would otherwise exist tum out not 
so tormidable afier all, and riches are not essential to happiness by any 
means. Can I venture to hope, ry Blanche, that you think as Ide? it 
you do, I trust we shall soon, very soon, be happy as the cay is long toge- 
ther, and you may be sure your happiness, dearest, will be my sole aim 
through life, Believe me, I shall count the days until I receive an answor 
from you, as I feel it will be better for me not to write to you, darling, 
until it arrives, much as I should like to do so. I have written to your 
papa, to whom I enclose this, asking him to give it to you, my Blanche, 
should he approve of me asa son in-law; and [ have also asked Mrs. 
Tate, as well as Tate, to write to him on my behalf, and I sincerely trust 
that I may obtain his sanction, and then, dearest, it will only be for me ta 
obtain your love to make me happy. Did you never think, Bianche, that 
Iwas very fond of you in Liverpool? I can assure you I was, and often 
have I thought of those happy days since I came to China. | confessed 
all my secrets to Mrs. Tate before I left Shanghai a week ago, and [ hope 
she will give you a good account of me, and tell you that I am not much 
changed from the Willie Gordon of Huskisson-street. Oh! Blanche, 
darling, you cannot fancy what anxiety I feel as to the result of your an- 
swer, but I live in hope. Every morning I see your happy, jolly little 
face smiling at me from a photograph Mrs. Tate gave me in Shanghai, 
and I frequently bope that, ere many months elapse, | may have the ori- 
ginal to love and to keep me in order. Blanche, dearest, am now in a 
miserable place, as it is only within the last few months that English people 
have come here, but by this time next year I have no doubt we shall hare 
very fair houses, and then it is, darling, that I should like to see you here; 
and Tate has kindly said that he will be only too glad to have you with 
them fora short time, when I should go to Shanghai for you. Iam naw 
living in a regular Chinese house, with pigs, fowls, &c., all about me, but 
as it is only for a short time, I must not complain. "There are already 
two ladies here, and I hope before you come out, dearest, as I trust you 
will, there will be several others to keep you company. With rej to 
my means, the wretched money, Blanzhe, dearest, although I have np 
fortune, still T have an income of £1,100 a-year, and very good prospects 
of future success, which is quite enough and ample to keep us comfort. 
able if we are not too extravagant, which I do not think we aro. 1 have 
written to your papa about these subjects, as I do not think, darling, if 
you truly love me, you will think much of these matters. Any other 
small things as to your coming out I can very easily arrange. I was so 
sorry leaving Shanghai, where your sister and old Tate were so kind to 
me. However, she has promised to write to me often, and when you come 
out, dear (you see I cannot help thinking of it), we shall have them 
here to pay usa visit, and then we shall be so jolly together.

And now, my own darling, I must finish 
my letter, as the steamer is just about to leave ; so with fondest and best 
love to you, and fervently hoping that the return mail may bring me good 
news from you, ever believe me, my dearest Blanche, yours very loving,

Tn answer to this the defendant received the kind of reply he desired in 


the following terms :—

Of course, I shall be 
sorry to leave dear papa and all my dear friends, but it will be just the 
same sooner as later. If I only had wings would not I fly in a minute to 
you, my own darling? But, as I have not, { must try and wait patiently 
until I hear from you again. I hope, darling, Harrie hus told you what 
a very naughty child I am, for sometimes [am very naughty, and I don't 
wish you to be disappointed, so I must tell you myself; but I will try and 
be very good, for your sake, and you can help me, for I am sure you are 
very good, are you not, my own darling Willie?

Please write 
and tell him he must give me one. 1 am sure the likeness Harrie has 
given you of me must be a fright, for I remember she bad not 
got one good one of me. I make a horrid likeness, but I shall 
send you one I had taken the other day. I don't know any- 
thing about money, but £1,000 a-year seems to me an enormous quan- 
However, I know [am not extravagant at all, whatever my other 
faults may he. "You must be perfection from Harrie’s andl Joe's accounts. 
In fact, I used to feel quite jealous when Harrie used to tell me what nice 
walks you took together, You see what a silly little thing | am. Can 
you really love such a foolish child? Oh! Willie, my darling, my prayer 
night and morning is that I may make you as good a wile as you de~ 
serve... remember everything so well, how we used to walk 
round and round the Falkner gardens, and what sooldings I used to got 









































for stopping out so late, Don't you remember how I used to bother au 
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abeut.a little face you used to have in a breastpin, and you used to say it 
was your niece's likeness, and how you used to teaze poor Mr. — until 
his face was scarlet? Oh, dear! those were very happy days; but never 
mind, we shall have plenty mere soon —shall not we, my darling boy? I 
wish I might come nom, this very minute, to you —but not to kezp you 
in order. [am sure you don't want that. Oh! I do hope you won’t be 
disappointed when you see me, for it would break my heart if [ thought 
ou would be. Kind Willie, my pet, I am not nearly so pretty as dear 
ie, so don’t you expect to see a pretty girl.

There was a very voluminous correspondence between the defendant and 
Mies Rowlinson for a long time couched in the same affectionate strain, 
which need not be given further. In the immediate answer to the letter 
of Miss Rowlinson just referred to, dated Hankow, 14th of November, 
1863, the defendant commenced —“ You do not know what joy I felt when 
last ing your loving and long, long-waited-for letter reached me, 
although I think you may faney my happiness when I read it, and now I 
‘can call you my own darling wife,” and proceeded to express his regret 
‘that as the steamer was on the point of leaving he could only write “ three 
lines.” If these had not been, as the learned counsel said, * lover's line's 
‘we could have embodied them in our report, but they are too extended to 
give. They expressed, however, aa intention to set about getting things 
ready at once, and to have his lover over the moment that he could, and 
his satisfaction at the consent of her father in the following words : —« | 

such a nice letter from r dear old father, giving us all his sanction 
and best wishes. It is so nice to think that we bave the consent of our 
” He also promised to send home his photograph to her, and hoped 
Ghat she would not be disappointed when she “saw her Willie a great big- 
whiskered boy, in place of poor shy Willie of Huskisson-street,” and 
declared with regard to her beauty that it was not her “sweet little phiz” 
he leoked to, but her kind little heart and winning way that made him 
love ber. He subsequently expressed a hope that she would be enabled 
to came out to an English settlement that was in contemplation to be 
established within a year, and that the following Christmas they mizht 
have a “jolly party” in their own house there, the one then at hand being 
the last of his bachelor Christmas-days. As soon as he got his own house 
built in the settlement she was to come and join him, and he hoped that, 
possibly, even by August things might be got sufficiently ready. Subse. 
quently to that he mentioned the esort of a particular lady who was 
coming out in October as a very desirable opportunity, and that he was 
pioking up furniture by degreés to start their housekeeping with. He 
told ber that he had written to Mrs, Tate to send home a list of things 
to form Miss Rowlinson’s outfit, and he hoped that it would include some 
black silk dresses which he mentioned as striking him as particularly be- 
coming. He also wrote, “ Here everyone knows I am going to be married, 
and Tam chaffed on every occasion, which, however, I rather like, 
considering the little darling I am chatled about.” In a letter 
of the 12th of May, 1862, be wrote, ‘ You will be very glad 
to hear that I have been most fortunate in China. I have 
laid by the nice little sum of £3,000 to settle on you, darling; be- 
sides which I shall be made a partner very soon, which will give us 
another addition to our income,” and the postscript to that letter was, 
“ Only fancy, six months more and we shall be married, I hope !” 
THE CHANGE O'ER THE SPIRIT OF THE DREAM. 

In the very next letter, however, which was only written eight days later 
on the 20th of the month, the defendant began thus :—* 1 do not know wha 
you will say when you read this letter, and find that you are not coming 
out in October. Well, dearest, there are several things that prevent it. 
First of all, my father and mother are in a dreadful state about my mar- 
riage, and will not hear of it. Well, this has first of all to be got over, 

there are several other difficulties in the way, so that alto- 
I think, better that we postpone the marriage a little, as I 
made up my mind to take a run home as soon as I possibly 
cau, Believe me, Blanche dearest, [ am quite as grieved about it az you 
can be, but youknow well that no gond ever came of marriages made against 
the consent of our parents.” bsequently got rapidly briefer and less 
affectionate in his tone to the plaintiff, and eventually broke the match off 
in a fetter to her father of the 15th of December, on the ground of the 
dissent of his parents, aud of his discovering from the correspondence that 
there never could be that “ congeuiality of feeling between them which 
ought to exist between man and wi 
‘his was the case which Mr. Temple laid before the jury with great 
‘emphasis, and occasionally, when reading passages from the correspondence, 
with considerable emotion, as one, whether considering the loss and grief 
of the plaintiff, or the conduct or resources of the defendant, demanding 
large damages. In support of this claim he laid peculiar stress on the 
disgraceful excuse of want of consent on the part of his parents, when the 
defendant had expressly congratulated himself and the plaintiff on having 
the sanction of their parents to their match. 

The only witness called was Mr. Rowlinson, the plaintiff's father, to 
produce the letters. | ; r re 

In cross-examination, by Mr. Liddell, he said that he was living in 
Crown-street, near Falkland-square, and that he had not himself gone out 
to parties since his wife’s death, some years ago. His daughter kad gone 
out to balls and into society in Liverpool afier the defendant's departure 
from England, as she did before, and a gentleman had applied to him to 
be allowed to pay his addresses to her before the defendant's offer, but he 
found the acquaintance undesirable, and it was broken off by himself, the 
father, and not by his daughter. He had sent her to London and into 
society, as far as possible, since the letter of December of 1862, in order 
to divert her attention and afford her amusement, and he said that she 
now loathed the defendant, since he had cast aspersions on her character, 
and that he himself would rather see her in her grave than married to 
him. If he bad his way, he would publish all the defendant's letters in 
China, and put him beyond the pale of respectab'e society. 

Mr. Temple then again briefly addressed the jury with great force and 
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continued emotion, and concluded by quoting, with reference to the. 
gested gaiely of Miss Rowlinson at Liverpool and elsewhere, the lines 
“ From place to place they hurry me, 
‘To banish my regret ; 
And when they win a smile from me, 
Sista Ta They think that I forget.” 

en Mr. Liddell, in rising to address the jury on behalf of e 
fondant, said that when he had recovered from the poetry and eat 
his learned friend, which made him, like Niobe, alltears, he would address 
himself, and very briefly, to the case before them. He admitted, of 
course, that the plaintiff must have a verdict, and what he, as counsel, had. 
to do was to turn their attention dispassionately to the question of damages. 

The defendant was twenty-five only, and he had as much right to stato it 
as his friend to sate that he was twenty-seven, which he had not proved, 
and was not the fact, and the intercourse between him and the plai 
took place in 1858, when he, therefore, was nineteen, and the young lady 
waserglieen. They were then, there!ore, merely bay and girl, and the 
intercourse was between them as such only, and had been interrupted for 
several years, so that they never had had an opportunity of becoming ac~ 
quainted with cach other's frinciptes and characters, and of monopolisiny 
each others sympathies and affections, about all of which his friend b: 
been so eloquent. In 1859 the defendant had gone out to Hankow, 
“and a nice place that must be;" and what had the plaintiff lost in being 
disappointed in going out there and dwelling * among pigs and pigtails,” 
or in her affections and hopes being interfered with by a lover who had 
been so far off for so long atime? “ Oh. but,” said his learned friend, 
in that beautifully tremulous voice which would almost lead one to 
suppose that he was making love himself, “the love professed and 
inspired by the defendant was of that kind, and it was made the 
subject of emphatic congratulation by the defendant that it was 
sanctioned ‘ by their parents.’ * 

_Now, he would refer to the letters, and as his friend had 
picked out the tit-bits which suited his purpose, he would do 
the same with regard to some that suited his, With reference to this 
matter of the sanction of the parents, of which his friend had talked 
solemnly for half an hour, and to the general tenor of the correspondenceand 
character of intercourse between them, the jury would tind in the pas 
read by Mr. Temple sodecorously that the defendant had introduced an 
“i” into parents, and the passage in the original letter stood, I had such 
8 nice letter from your dear old father giving us all his sanction and best 
wishes; it is so nice to think that we have the full sanction of our‘ parients,’** 
In another letter, in order to show the real nature of the relationship 
between them, the defendant wrote :—“ I was stopped in the middle of 
writing last night by Captain Poole, of the gunboat, coming in to pay 
me a visit. I think you will like him, Blanche dear, he is such an 

g fellow. He pulled me out with him to call for another man, who 
happened to be out ; 80 we immediately got the bolsters and pillows from 
his bed, his great coat, inespressibles, ots, hat, &c., and made a figure 
with them, aud placed it in the armchair before the fire, and we waited the 
arrival of the owner of the diggings, as we say in China, He came 
in and really thought it was some fellow fallen asleep. and began tappin, 
him on the hat with his stick, which having no effect, he took the hat off, 
much to our amusement, as we were hiding outside.” 

That was the letter of a boy, like the other correspondence, and 
that was the key to the real relationship of these two young people. 
They had never met each other in society, or even within Mr. 
Rowlinson’s house, no: ever beyond walks in the Liverpool-square, 
and the defendant had not been in England since 1838 till last 
December, when he was served with the writ three weeks after 
setting his foot on shore. ‘Their whole intercourse was that, there- 
fore, of boy and girl, without the iavolvement of the principles and affec- 
tions of which his friend bad talked. Dismissing what he might call the 
“« mercantile part” of this case with a very few words, what damages would 
the jury give for this boyish indiscretion ? With the task of appertionin 
of damages to a lady's disappointment in losing a husband, the learne 
counsel said men very often found it very dillicult to deal, and he often 
wished thatthey could transport some of the ladies who were accustomed 
to take their places on one side of the court into the jury box on the 
other, so that they might be enabled to bave a sort of jury of half-and- 
half, selected de meditate, which would then be able to come to 
a thoroughly satisfactory conclusion in these matters. Their bias would 
probably be at first greatly against the defendant. 

Here his Lordship interposed, and said, amid much laughter, that they 
would probably ask to see the defendant before giving way to their bias. 

Mr. Liddell acknowledged that might be possible, but, he asked, what 
damages would a female jury give for the supposed outrage upon such 
juvenile affections as were disclosed here? What would the jury them- 
selves give? ‘The defendant cast no aspersions on the young lady what- 
ever, and he had committed a youthful indiscretion, for which he must pay 

ing. On the other hand, he had behaved perfectly honourably 
and delicately, He had returned all the letters and portraits, wishi 
them to be sacredly delivered to the plaintiff, and from him she hi 
suffered no injury to her delicacy, an} she might hope for another hus- 
band and a happy match at any time, He had, morcover, done the right 
and the only thing under the circumstances; and, finding he had com- 
mitted a boyish error, and mistaken his own feelings, he wrote to tell the 
truth, and confess the uncongeniality on account of which he must break 
off the engagement, What would the jury make him pay for that? If 
one of their own boys, entering life in the army, or the law, or what not, 
fell in love with and promised to marry a young lady who turned out not 
congenial, and he came and confessed it to bis father, would the father 
say, * You must go on with it; you must marry, happiness or no happi- 
ness, you must keep your promise, for if you don't you'll have to pay 
damages ?” or would he say to him, “ You have acte:| honourably to tel 























the truth and confess your real feeling, and come to me. I'll sce you 
through it, and I don’t believe there's a jury in the country wil give heavy 
damages against you?” 

‘This concluded the leamed counsel's powerful and humorous spcech, 
and his lordship then proceeding to sum up, and to applaud the manner 
in which the defendant's case had been conducted The jury, after a short 
consultation, returned a verdict for the plaintiff, with £750 damages,

INCREASE OF CRIME AND LAWLESSNESS IN 
SHANGHAI. 

Accounts from Shanghai continue to report an increased 
state of lawlessness and prevalence of crime in and around that. 
important forcign settlement on Chinese soil. It would appear 
that as the rebellion becomes subdued in its vicinity, the 
foreign adventurers and discontented natives who found profit- 
able occupation in their intercourse with the Taipings, are now 
thrown adrift on society, preying upon the wealthy and indus- 
trious inhabitants, imbuing their hands with blood. This may 
be considered the necessary consequence of internecine wars in 
all countries during their transition state, before peace has 
restored person and proporty to their normal state of security. 
At the present time we have evidence of a similar condition of 
affairs in Italy since the war of independence, where brigand- 
age of the worst character has prevailed ; and, be it observed, 
Europeans have committed crimes upon unoffending victims 
surpassing in brutality the horrible tortures of the Chinese. It 
will readily be supposed that if there is a difficulty in suppress. 
ing lawless bands in Europe, where a strong and active Govern- 
ment exists, how much more so it must be in China under weak 
and sluggish rulers, and especially in Shanghai, where a hete- 
rogeneous foreign clement exists in the body politic with- 
out a proper governing power. According to treaty, all 
Chinese criminals captured by the foreign police or troops are 
handed over to the native authorities for punishment, and 
foreign criminals to their respective Consuls. The former, if 
not actually destitute of means or friends, can casily purchase 
their freedom after conviction from the venal Officials, while the 
latter rarely mect with punishment beyond a fine ; so that, 
on the whole, the majority of criminals escape the pains and 
penalties of the law from the ineffectual administration of jus- 
tice. In making these remarks wo do not wish to reflect upon 
the personnel of any Consular establishment in Shanghai, but 
simply to point out the system as insufficient for the ends of 
justico and good goveroment, As far as the British Consulate 
is concerned, it is a matter of impossibility for any Consul with 
his assistants to get through the multifarious and overwhelm- 
ing business that comes to his office. We do not exaggerate 
when we assert that more cases are adjudicated in his court, 
criminal and civil, than at Hong Kong, where there is a Chief 
Justice and judicial establishment on an imperial scale. The 
fact is every day becoming more apparent, that it is time this 
consular system of judicature be superseded by a regular court 
of justice, with competent judges, having jurisdiction over every 
person, native and foreign, within the limits of Shanghai settle- 
ment. We have a striking example of the insufficiency of this 
red-tape system to meet the exigencies that arise in mixed 
communities on a foreign soil, at the present time in Alexan- 
dria, where the correspondent of The Times informs us that 

“the European Consulates are literally attracting and protect- 
“ing bands of ruffians, who could not exist under a proper 
“system of control.” “ Under this system it is unfortunately 
“too true that evildoers, the refuse of Europe, who ate unable 
“to live in their own countries, here revel in perfect lawless- 
“ness, the scourge and terror of all honest and peaceful men,” 

















In like manner Shanghai has become the receptacle of all 
the vagabondism, indigenous and exotic, in the Far East. 

This growing evil in that flourishing settlement was foreseen 
and commented on by the local press during the influx of 
refugees and adventurers at the height of the rebellion, and the 
community seriously discussed the vital question of how to 
provide for the better government of the place. Various 
opinions and views were brought forward, among which was a 
suggestion for the formation of an “International Council” to 
deliberate upon general measures affecting the foreign commu- 
nity, which we are glad to observe has been adopted in prin- 
ciple by the Consuls of all the Treaty Powers assembling fre- 
quently and passing resolutions for the protection of peaceable 
residents and the conservation of equitable maritime and com- 
mercial laws. This is a step in the right direction, and may 
form the basis of a properly constituted Executive and Legisla- 
ture. All that is necessary to come to an understanding on 
this point is the sanction of the several Governments who have 
accredited Ministers in China, to give it effect. Unfortunately 
the views of Sir Freperick Bruce, Her Masestr’s Minister at 
Peking, were rather against than for granting an independent 
and central government at Shanghai, at the time of the above- 
mentioned discussion, which checked the action of the Land 
renters and the Defence committee to form a council for general 
purposes, leaving the construction of public works, maintenance 
of roads, and police management, to the Municipal Council. 
It is to be hoped that the views of the British Minister are 
considerably modified and enlarged on this question, and that 
in unison with his colleagues at Peking, a consolidated adminis- 
tration may be formed with legislative powers. Now that Sir 
Harry Parkes has returned to China as Consul-General for 
England, with his head-quarters at Shanghai, he will, we trust, 
prove an able exponent to the home Government and the 
Minister on this unsatisfactory state of affairs, he will doubt- 
less remedy them with his usual tact. 

That something ought to be done, and speedily, is agreed on 
all hands, the great difficulty is to know in what manner to pro- 
ceed. Might it not be a judicious and effective movement on 
the part of the influential merchants and others in London to 
form a deputation on the subject to Earl Russenn, who might 
thereby be induced to lend his powerful aid in promoting the 
object in view ; or, at all events, eliciting from him the opinion 
of Her Masesry’s Ministers on the point. The great drawback 
hitherto, among the representatives of foreign Powers at 
Shanghai, preventing united action, has beeu the limited 
powers transmitted to them by their several Governments, and 
the natural jealousy of one Consulate taking precedence of an- 
other. Happily all fecling on the latter head is gradually 
giving way to combination in the cause of law and order, in 
the Consuls having shown their appreciation of the urgency of 
affairs by holding deliberative meetings to discuss questions for 
the benefit of the community at large. It now remains with 
the higher powers to grant extended authority to that body so 
as to form a general tribunal, with an admixture of the native 
element and the foreign military and naval authorities for the 
time being to take cognizance of every case that may arise 
involving the rights and privileges of all subjects, native and 
foreign, within the jurisdiction of the settlement ; together 
with a properly constituted court of justice for the punishment 
of criminals, without handing any over to the Chinese autho- 
tities. We feel confident that if England proposed a general 
basis for such a government, the other Powers would readily 
give in their adhesion. ‘To say the least of it, the hetero- 
geneous mode of Consular Government at the crowded 
and wealthy port of Shanghai, with its external trade in im- 
ports and exports of nearly forty millions sterling per annum, is 
not creditable to the Treaty Powers, and calls for immediate 
improvement. 


SIR FREDERICK BRUCE'S CORRESPONDENCE. 

Tare is this advantage in the often-censured delay of public 
offices in publishing official papere—that it admits of secondary, 
and, perhaps, calmer views being formed upon topics which, 
at the time of their first being broached, elicited heated 
criticisms, resulting in most prejudiced opinions being formed. 
Few will forget the storm of obloquy which broke upon Sir 
Freperick Broce’s head when it was supposed that it was 
owing to supineness, if not something worse, that every obstacle 
was thrown in the way of British gentlemen of standing and 
position availing themselves of the celebrated Order in Council, 
and leaving it optional to officers holding Her Magzsty’s 
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commission to accept service under the Celestial Emrzror 
without forfeiting their rank. Another instalment of corre- 
spondence between Sir F. Bruce and the Foreign-office, noticed 
in our last, throws light upon this hitherto misunderstood 
matter. Sir F. Bruce, as a statesman, is bound to consider 
not merely the present, but the future. He foresees the 
anomalies and complications which are pretty sure to result 
as the numbers of adventurers increase, flocking to the dainty 
prey sketched out before them. He is, of course, too dip- 
lomatic to express in direct words his utter distrust of the 
Chinese authorities, and his conviction that, wherever possible, 
they will avail themselves of the evil diplomatic talent they 
possess to evade or nullify their engagements with all and 
sundry. He quite despairs of our ever being able—at least, 
for a generation or two—to teach them the humanities of 
civilised warfare, and we all know how signally these views 
have been verified by recent occurrences. 

But, forming the continuous groundwork of the pattern, so 
to speak, is the true and most justifiable statesman-like dread 
of our being gradually committed to enterprises of which we 
have but a faint notion at present. He dare not, of course, 
in express terms, coudemn the Council Minute, especially with 
Mr. Lay and Capt. Osporn, for whose behoof it may be said 
to have been onacted, besieging him to have their Chinese com- 
“missions drawn out in form, and countersigned by the British 
Ambassador. But while not very sanguine as to the prospects 
of either of these gentlemen—spiced, it may be, with a slight 
soupcon of jealousy as to the very prominent position this 
agreement was to confer on Mr. Lay, he overlooks these minor 
matters, which were then only just approaching the ripening 
point, to give the Forcign-office a solemn warning of the danger 
they would incur in the future by permitting a too lax inter- 
pretation to be assigned to the policy of encouraging adven- 
turers not by any means strenuously disclaimed by the Ministry. 
His half-whispered warnings have received an additional con- 
firmation by the news just received. Major Gorpoy, whom 
he was very loth from the first to permit to assume the position 
he did without more positive guarantee, has gone through all 
the phases of the mercenary soldicr’s career. The mercenary 
leaders of the middle ages, when they first appeared, were geu- 
tlemen of tried probity and untarnished honour, as well as 
great military skill; and many an instance is recorded of their 
quitting in disgust the side they had espoused when any 
infraction of the laws of chivalry, or derogation from the strict 
eanons of knightly faith, was proved against their allies, nor 
was the breach healed till ample restitution had been made. 
In what does this differ from the case of Major Gorpon? He 
took suit and service with the Imperialists ; he gained battles 
and took cities, and then, by a lying subterfuge, his allies 
wrested the power out of his hands, and indulged their own 
devilish cruelty. He resigned ; his resignation was accepted ; 
and now by this muil comes the news that he has been rein- 
stated. The result must be sorely to hamper Sir F. Bruce 
“in his endeavours to induce the Chinese Government to 
“disavow the breach of faith toward the rebel Wangs at 
* Soo-chow,” as the Shanghai Daily Shipping List, very properly 
points out. The motive of the Imperialists is obvious. Pro- 
mises have no doubt been lavished by the bushel on Major 
Gorpon to induce him to continue in command of the foreign 
contingent, and that gentleman has nobody’s permission to ask 
but his own. 

Now, to what does all this point? We do not for a moment 
suppose that this great groundwork for all the grotesque 
patterns of Chinese political life to be worked into has not 
long since attracted the earnest attention of statesmen of all 
shades in this country. But here, in a dry collection of Blue- 
books, we find a sort of essence pervading every page, subtle, 
and indescribable, and which leaves on the mind of a casual 
reader the feeling that there is a something which he cannot even 
gaze upon. If he turn to the political map of Asia, he will ob- 
serve twoof the great leading Powers advancing parallel with each 
Other, with thousands of miles of impassable steppe between, to 
keep them apart till they meet on the frontiers of China, In that 
country he will behold asociety where. even the slight tie of 
respect for official superiority—almost the sole bond of society 
in past years—has crumbled to the dust before the events of 
the past quarter of a century. How are the two leading Powers 
—how are England and Russia, representing, as they do, such 
widely different priuciples of civilisation—to harmonise with 
each other in the policy best qualified for the maintenance of 
& quasi Imperial Government, in the fast approaching moribund 








attitude of the Mantchu dynasty? Were the internal adminis. 
tration of China other thanit is, there might be some hope for 
a gradual transition. Had the hereditary principle ever suc- 
ceeded in establishing itself in this anomalous country, we 
might, as we have done before, leave time’s “unwearied foot” 
to drag us along in his “accomplished flight,” till we, too, 
sank exhausted in the race, and left our posterity to fashion 
their policy for themselves. Such has been our policy in India, 
where it should never be forgotten that the Company of Traders 
always had with them, at each of their three chief stations, a 
small body of trained European troops. 

Such has not been our experiencein China. ‘Their trade is 
the sole interest that has a really tangible legal existence. 
All our wars have been but isolated campaigns carried out for 
a special purpose. The soldier has not yet made his appear- 
ance; the adventurer has, and the rewards of success are such 
as are likely erelong to attract mercenaries in crowds. These, 
as we have said, are, at the outset, men of stainless honour, 
careful of their country’s name and fame. But those who would 
see how long this beau ideal of the friend of oppressed hu- 
manity is likely to remain the type of the hordes who will 
surely gather to the spoil, need but read the accounts of the 
free companies of the later middle ages. This is the danger 
which, perhaps all unconsciously, modifies everyone of these 
despatches, and it is one which this country should face boldly: 
De Tocqurvitne said that all modern forms of Government, 
even that of England, are slowly tending in the direction of 
democracy ; but that in our country, where there were properly 
marked grades of society, not much damage need be done. It 
is in the recklessness of teeming millions suddenly let loose, 
each with his own crude theories, that the real danger lies. 
Much the same as this last sentence may be predicated of 
China, if we substitute “ animal necessities " for “ crude theo- 
ries.” The celebrated Scotch motto “Thou shalt want ere I 
want,” would be the cry in Chins, should society be suddenly 
dissolved, as there is no small prospect at present, and scenes 
would be enacted before which all the horrors of the Taipings, 
or the Footai, who wrested Gorpon’s authority out of his 
hands, would be enacted on a scale comprising one-third of the 
human race. All these disasters may even yet be avoided. But 
they can only be so by the power of the sword, used in proper 
hands. The time has uow arrived when Chinese trade must have 
a legitimate and recognised aupport, backed by the sword of 
civilisation, in a firm policy. 


LAUNCHES, &., FOR THE CHINA TRADE. 

The paddle-wheel steamer which we have before noticed as 
building for Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. on the Clyde, 
was launched from the yard of Messrs. Denny and Co., on 
the 8th inst., and named the Glengyle. The Dumbarton, for 
Messrs. Gibb,2Livingston and Co., leaves for Hong Kong on 
the 16th inst. 

The China aud Japan Steam Company's vessels Vulean and 
Teen Chang, ou their trial trip on the Clyde, attained a speed of 
about eleven knots. Theirpaddle-boxes have been unshipped, and 
other alterations mudenecessary for the voyage. They willbeduly 
recorded in our shipping when they sail for China. We may 
mention that the agency of this company has been transferred 
from Messrs. W. R. Adamson and Co. to Messrs. Smith, Ken- 
nedy and Co., and Messrs. Gibb, Livingston, and Co. ; and 
with such influential co-operation we may expect that a more 
prosperous career is before the company. 

Messrs. A. Hall and Co. launched from their building-yard at Aberdeen 
a fine clipper-ship of about 700 tons register, named the Goolwa. This 
vessel is of the composite class, being framed with iron. She is the pro= 
perty of a London firm, is intended for the China trade. 

Messrs. Barclay, Curle, and Co. have just launched from their build. 
ing-yard at Stobcrossa handsome new iron sailing ship, for Messrs. George 
Smith and Sons. Her dimensions are 213 feet by 32} feet by 21h feet. 
Tonnage, about 1,020 tons registered. She was named the City of Foo- 
chow, and is intended as an addition to their fleet engaged in the Rast 
India trade.

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THE STRAITS TRANSFER QUESTION. 

Tue report of the Commissioners’ drawn up at Singapore, 
‘an@ which we have already announced as entirely justifying the 
transfer, is now before the Treasury, and wo hear, on good

ages sustained during the late gale in the channel. She will be tho- 
roughly overhauled, will be supplied with a new topmast, and have het 
bottom cleaned. She is manned at all quarters with a most formidable 
armament of six powerful Ll-inch guns, weighing 6 tons, to carry a 200Ib. 
shot each, so as to maintain a steady fire from every part of the ship. 
‘The Kearsage is last from Dover, where she was an object of much attrac- 
tion and was visited by a large number of persons. 

A singular fraud on the Government, and one whore long impunity 
seems to discredit the viligance of the military authorities at Woolwich, 
hhas lately been discovered there. Sergeant Saunders was entrusted with 
the duty of attesting recruits before the magistrates there, for which his 
legal fee was 15s 6d. each. It now turns out that a’ great many of the 
aifestation papers, on which he was paid, were forged, and this had been 
done so often that the amount out of which the Government has been 
defrauded is about £1,000. Saunders was placed under close arrest, but 
he managed to escape, and has not since been heard of. Another non- 
commissioned officer is under arrest for complicity with the fraud. 

By the last mail from the Cape we have advices to the 20th Feb. that 
the following ships were in port. Narcissus, with the flag of Rear 
Admiral Sir Baldwin Walker, was in Simon's Bay, as was also the 
Rapid, 11, screw, Commander Jago. The last named was to leave in a 
few duys for the Mozambique.

The weather was very 
hary, and while Captain Bell went below to look at the chart and reckon- 
ing, the vessel struck upon the rocks, where she remained fast. ‘There 
‘was no wiod, but, as oftens happens on that coast, the swell of the Atlantic 
caused the sea to roll high, and the waves-were breaking over the masts. 
Exertions were being made to get her off the rock, but a mighty wave 
came and lifted her further inland, and left her stranded as the water re- 
ceded, so that when tugs arrived it was impossible for them to get near 
enough to be of use. After 29 hours of fruitless efforts the waves con- 
tinued to dash over the stranded boat, and her keel has been nearly 
stripped off.

TROOFS IX JAPAN. 

(April 7th.) Col. Sykes rose to call attention to a recent statement im 
The Times to the effect that the 20th Regiment on ival at Caleutts 
had immediately been transferred to other transports and despatched to 
Japan. it would be said that the motive of this transfer of troops—of the 
probable consequences of which he wamed the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the strongest manner—was to insist upon the fulfilment of our 
treaty with Japan. To that he replied that we had no treaty with the 
Emperor of Japan. We had a treaty with one of the princes of the em- 
pire who wascalled the Tycoon of Jedo, though, in fact, there was no 
such person asthe Tycoon. The name originated in this way. When 
Commodore Pellew went to Japan he had with him a Cantonese inter- 
preter, who, not knowing how to describe this prince. called him the Ty- 
coon, which was Cantonese for a great prince. His proper title was 
Ziogoon, meaning Generalissimo. A gentleman who seemed to possess 
goud sources of information, in writing to the editor uf the Japan Herald, 
expressed it to be his opinion that the Tycoon’s Government was the cause 
of the serious difficulties with which we had to contend in that quarter, 
adding that the result of the relations which had been established with 
Japan was, that in the first instance two Russians fell victims, an 
event which was followed by the attack on a party, one of whom 
was killed while riding on the high road; while the principle 
was maintaine.| that it was a good thing to kill foreigners. Now, 
that it appcared was the feeling in the immediate vicinity of Yoko- 
hama, whither we were sending a regiment of Europeans. And what, he 
would ask, were our prospects for the future when we got our regiment 
there? Why, in all probability, that some fine morning some of the 
officers would go out on a shooting excursion, that they would be seized, 
would endeavour to defend themselves, like Mr. Moss; that a struggle 
would ensue ; that they would be put into the Black Hole, and ultimately, 
perhaps surrendered to our consuls, With a regiment at hand we should 
not submit to what we might deem an outrage, and should take the law 
into our own hands. We should, in short, be likely to get into a contest 
with all the princes of the empire in succession, all of whom were opposed 
to us, and thus we should have in Japan a renewal of our China policy, 
which, as the Chancellor of the Exchequer had informed the House, has 
cost us half a million and an enormous sacrifice of human ‘That, he 
contended, was a result which was not likely to lead toa diminution or our 
expenditure, while another clement of discord and consequent loss was to 
be found in the probability that attempts would be made to smuggle opium. 
into the country ; that it would be seized, and that then we should feel 
ourselves called upon to demand redress. Was it consistent with our pro- 
fessions of humanity to seek to hold our ground in Japan against a people 
who were inimical to us by means of force? Under all the circumstances 
of the case he hoped the House would look upon the question in a cautious 
and carnest spirit, sothat we might be saved from falling into the same 
groove as in China. He begged, in conclusion, to ak the Under-Secre- 
tay for War whether he had made any provision for the charge of the Lat 
battalion 20th Regt., transferred in December from the Indian establish- 
ment for Service in China and Japan, and whether other regiments were 
under orders for service in those countries. —The Marquis of HaRtina- 
TON, in his reply to Colonel Sykes, said he was labouring under some 
misapprehension on the subject of his question. ‘The Ist battalion of the 
QUth Regiment was doing duty in India, and was, therefore, not provided 
for in the estimates. The 2nd battalion had been devoted for service in 
China and Japan, and was provided for in the estimates. Culonel Neale 
had applied to General Brown for a small number of troops to protect 
the setilers at Yokohama, which request had, in the first instance, been 
refused. Subsequently, a small detachment bad been granted, but that 
would, in all probability, be soon withdrawn, The number of soldiers 
in Japan did not exceed 160. 



































JAPANESE VIEW OF THE ENGLISH.

Sin—The following, extracted from the work published as to the 
recent visit of the Japanese Ambassadors, may be interesting to your 
readers. It has been forwarded to me by a correspondent in Nagasaki.— 
Yours, &c., ‘A JaPaNese MERCHANT. 





(Copy.) 

“They, the Western barbarians, who have lately destroyed our town, we 
visited. The men are red-faced and fond of eating, and the low men 
(we think) eat raw meat, of which lumps are exhibited, much to our dis- 
gust. These people are very expert in iron; copies of their works our 
artists have drawn, Their buyers and tellers (? merchants) are not allowed 
to do any other work, and, therefore, being somewhat ignorant, principally 
talk of business, The nobles (Daimios) buy their wives from the merchants 
who train (sic) their daughters for that purpose. We think them great 
barbarians! The women wear frames to kecp away men during the 
summer, when they are amorous, Some are pretty, but their eyes are 
large and close together; their feet are large and clusmy, and they have 
big legs. ‘These women sing loud ahd roll their eyes, keeping time with 
motions of their heads. When they meet the men in the evening they 
are but partly dressed. ‘These people made us sick with eating and 
drinking. ‘The carriages in the streets try to knock down the people on 
foot, especially the women, to amuse the drivers. ‘Their Government 
house, where the Daimios meet to talk and sleep, is well-built, and equal 
to a first-class tea house ; the women are kept there in a cage. These 
people loqked at us much. The women are allowed to run about without 
keepers, plesing with umbrellas (parasols). They are the greatest barba~ 

















rians in the Vest.” 
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A Cunaman rrom Resetpom.—A young man named John Fouenty, 
a vative of Hong Kong, China, recently arrived in New York city, having 
mae his escape from Savannah, Ga, where he was conscripted. John 
speaks but little English. His story, which is undoubtedly true, is some- 
what interesting. He says his people are quite “well to do™ in Cl 
but owing to some arrangement he could never exactly understand, he 
found himself at seven years of age shipped as a coolie on board a vewel 
bound for Cuba. His term of “apprenticeship” being out at the expi- 
ration of his four years he was furnished with money to pay bis passage 
home. He made an arrangement with the captain of a barque which was, 
as he was informed, to sail direct for China. He paid thirty dollars for 
his passage, and in four or five days atterwards was surprised to find him- 
eelf in 8t. Augustine, Florida, The captain explained the matter by say- 
ins his pessenger shipped under a mistake. and that hie ves:el was going 
no further. This was in 1862. Some kind gentlemen, residents of St, 
Augustine, hearing John’s story, took him in charge, and sent him to 
school for a year, when he moved to Savannah. There he learned the 
cigar maker's trade, At the breaking out of the rebellion he was induced 
to join the rebel army, in which he served for a year. He was then 
mustered out, being under age. The last rebel Conscription Act brought 
John under the rule, and he was accordingly notified. Determined not 
to fight any more under the rebel flag, he seized the first favourable op- 
portunity to make his escape to St. Augustine. ‘The Provost Marshal of 
that place kindly furnished him with transportation to New York. Jobn 
is now trving to get passage to China, hoping to see bis people once 
more. His news is not of a very late date. He says that, before he left 
Savannah, Jeff. Davis came there and addressed the people. He was asked 
the question, “* When will the war be ended?” Jeff. replied, “ Don’t, 
for Hearen's sake, ask me such a question.” :

decisive character. (i connexion with the fire insurance question there 
is also some disappointment, and surprise is expressed that Mr. Gladstone 
sbould attempt 10 establish a distinction as to the class of property that is 
in the present stage of universal enterprise to be regarded as trading stock.

‘Wopakshave been fairly saleable; fine tc finest remain much as before. Tay- 
shans have been scarce, the new make from Canton have sold at previous 
Prices. Oolongs uniier Is, 3d per Ib. liave been in demand for export, 
other sorts remain unchanged. — Souchongs show no material alterations. 
Flowery Pekoes continue to sell at public sale at low prices. In Scented 
Teas business has been moderate, the sales made have been at about 
previous prices. Uncolored Japans continue in demand at fully former 
Prices. Indian Teas hiave sold steadily at public sale at full prices. The 
arrivals of Green Tea have been considerable, and these have been frecly 
offered, and the result has been large sales both for export and home 
consumption. Moyune kinds have sold readily at very high prices, but 
Ping-Sueykinds have been less saleable and prices have ruled lower. Good 
tofine Canton-make Gunpowders have sold at very full prices. Young 
Hyrome show now alteration. ‘The only public sale commenced on the 

h inst., comprising 60,650 packages, of which $2,428 packages were 
Printed without reserve. Of these 40,523 packages have passed auction 
and 20,719 packages have been sold, including 18,881 packages without 
reserve. The sales will conclude next week, when further sales of Indian 
Tea will also take place, 

SiLx.—We have had more business in China and Japan silk during 
the past month, and the tone of the market has experienced some im- 
provement. Importers show less disposition to sell, and prices are, con- 
sequently, a shade dearer. The deliveries for the month, 2,800 bales of 
China, and 1,567 bales of Japan, show that the consumption of Asiatic 
silk is still on a small scale. ‘The China letters recently delivered report 
an almost total absence of business in silk; some 500 bales had arrived 
from Japan, but the settlements of China silk for the whole month would 
not amount to 100 bales. Unsold stock on the market was estimated at 
5,000 bal Exchange at Shanghai, which at one moment in the month 
was quoted 7s, 3d., had again declined to 6s.
